a Greek w ho arrived fcere on the Steam- 
ship Tartar Prince, was sent back be- 
cause he had no occupation and no 
money. He told his mquisi'tors that he 
might have landed If he had followed 
the adviee of some of his compatriots 
and had done as they advised him to <lo. 


About 100 Greeks have arrived, he says, 


practically consigned to the padrones. 
who have their quarters at 93. 95 and 97 
Cherry street. The mayor of a Greek 
town, who Is also a uuurer and Is the 
representative of the padrones on the 
other side, advances enough money to 
the Immigrants, taking a chattel mort- 
gage on their household property as se- 
curity, to pay their passage to America. 
He also gives them a roll of money, which 
they promise to give up to one of the 
padrones as soon as they land. This roll 
is used to (lash on the immigrant Inspec- 
tor to show that the Immigrants are 
prosperous. In cases where the immi- 
grants are so poor that they have no 
household or personal property 
the 


Greek mayor advances just enough to 
pay their passage and trusts to the 
padrone to pay back the loan with In- 
terest, which comes from the earnings 
of the Immigrants. A man who Is sent 
down to the barge office by one of ttte 
padrones declares that he Is a relative 
of the poor immigrant. The man pro- 
duces a big roll of American money, con- 
tributed bv all of the padrones for show 
only, to prove his ability to take care ot 
his alleged kins-man. 


Hereafter all Greek immigrants will be 


closely questioned, as will also the per- 
sons who call for them 
tf 
they 
are 


found out they will be sent back as as- 
sisted immigrants.

the employed," before the Brotherhood 
>f St." John at Grace Episcopal church 
last night, N. B. Kerr, superintendent 
»' the Grinnell mills, said he saw m> 
hope of an immediate settlement of the 
present strike, nothing but a protracted 
struggle. 
He declared that the storms 


jf protest over the cutuown arose orig- 
inally not from the operatives, but frutn 
politicians, from office holders, and f n,ui 
those leaders of the unions who lived :.'>t 
uy Working themselves, but who \\trc 
paid by the unions. 
The strike tan 


only result in a loss to both sides. Mr. 
Kerr believed that the so-called lead- 
ers were responsible for all the trouble, 
and said that the sooner the ualkins 
deletates and the agitators went to 
work, the better it would be for capital 
and labor. 
He thought many a strike 


could be avoided by mutual forbearance 
and common sense. 
Secretary Rosa of the Spinners' union

brought to a. speedy end. It is an insult 
to your understanding to argue with you 
that the entire business of the city has 
claims upon you which you cannot af- 
ford to ignore. I humbly ask for your 
unprejudiced consideration of the in- 
dustrial and social aspects of the prob- 
lem now before us." 


The legislative committee on labor 


will visit New Bedford tomorrow in its 
endeavor to investigate the causes of 
stagnation in the cotton Industry. The 
committee is said to be anxious to learn 
something of the fines question, and that 
is why the members will first come here, 
when both subjects can be looked into.

Were it not for 
the latter item, the northern mills could 
easily compete with them. The south- 
ern workmen are as skilful as the north- 
ern. The output depends largely on the 
excellence of the machinery, and as the 
southern mills were built lately, they 
are equal to the best and better than 
the average New England mill. South- 
ern operatives are just as Intelligent 
and productive as northern."
